of  affording  facilities  for  social  intercourse  and 
re-union,  upon  such  a  basis  as  to  ensure  its 
success  as  a  leading  Social  Club,  while  further- 
ing the  objects  and  interests  of  the  Learned

The  Rules. 


I. 

No  Member  of  the  Club,  or  of  the  Committee,  shall, 
ipso  facto,  be  or  become  liable  for  any  amount,  or 
^      be  responsible  for  any  expense  or  payment  on  behalf 
of  the  Club,  beyond  that  of  his  Entrance  Fee  (if  any), 
Annual  Subscription,  and  Library  Donation. 

The  Club  shall  be  maintained  by  the  Founder,  and 
all  the  business  of  the  Club,  the  domestic,  and  other 
arrangements,  and  regulations  for  its  establishment,  and 
management,  shall  be  conducted  by  the  Founder,  who 
alone  shall  be  responsible  for  all  expenses  connected  with 
its  foundation,  and  conduct.

MEMBERSHIP  shall  be  limited  exclusively  to  Fellows

Academies,  together  with  the  Presidents,  Members  of 
Council,  Professors,  Fellows  and  Graduates  of  the  Univer- 
sities, and  Presidents,  Members  of  Council,  Professors, 
Fellows,  and  Members  of  the  various  Literary,  Scientific, 
and  Art  Institutions.

HE  Committee  may  elect  as  Extraordinary  Members 


JL  of  the  Club,  Dignitaries  of  the  Church,  Cabinet 
^  Ministers,  Chief  Officers  of  State,  Speakers  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  Judges,  Ambassadors  or 
Ministers  Plenipotentiary  and  their  Naval  and  Military 
Attaches  at  the  Court  of  St.  James's,  Heads  of  Foreign 
Missions,  Charges  d'Affaires,  and  Foreigners,  Colonists,  or 
others  distinguished  in  Literature,  Science,  or  the  Fine 
Arts,  and  such  others  as  special  circumstances  may  suggest, 
who  may  not,  at  the  time  of  Election,  be  members  of  any 
of  the  Societies  embraced  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Club. 

The  nomination,  election,  privileges,  and  liabilities  of 
Extraordinary  Members  shall,  in  all  respects,  correspond 
with  that  of  ordinary  Members. 

The  Committee  may,  at  any  time,  suspend  the  Election 
of  Extraordinary  Members  during  such  periods  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the  Club,  upon 
notice  of  such  suspension  being  posted  on  the  Notice- 
board  in  the  Hall. 


HE  Committee  shall  have  power  to  invite,  as  visitors 


-  distinguished  or  eminent  personages,  and  to  consti- 
tute them  Honorary  Members,  either  for  life,  or  for 
such  less  period  as  the  Committee  may,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Founder,  determine,  and  the  Founder  shall  have 
the  power  of  nominating  any  Member  of  the  Club,  as 
a  Life  Member,  without  payment  of  Entrance  Fee,  or 
Subscription. 

Members  are  invited  to  communicate  to  the  Secretary 
the  names  of  gentlemen  they  wish  to  nominate  for  invita- 
tion under  this  Rule. 

The  Honorary  Secretary  and  the  Honorary  Librarian 
shall  be  Honorary  Members  of  the  Club  during  the  period 
they  hold  office.

EVERY  Candidate  for  Membership,  other  than  Honorary

The  proposal  of  a 
Candidate  shall  be  sent  in  writing  on  the  proper  form  to 
the  Secretary,  signed  by  his  proposer. 

The  full  names,  residence,  rank,  profession,  occupation, 
or  other  description  of  every  Candidate  shall  be  fully  and 
accurately  described,  together  with  his  qualification  for 
membership,  and  such  other  particulars  as  the  Committee 
shall  from  time  to  time  determine. 

The  name,  residence,  rank,  profession,  occupation  and 
qualification  of  every  Candidate  and  the  name  of  his 
proposer  and  seconder  shall  be  entered  in  the  Candidates' 
Book  by  the  Secretary,  and  a  copy  of  the  entry  signed  by 
the  Secretary  shall  be  posted  in  the  Club,  at  least  seven 
days  prior  to  the  date  of  ballot. 

If  a  Proposer  or  Seconder  desire  to  withdraw  his  name 
he  may  do  so  by  notice  in  writing  addressed  to  the 
Secretary. 

If  the  Proposer  or  Seconder  of  any  Candidate  shall 
have  withdrawn  his  nomination  or  ceased  to  be  a  member, 
through  death  or  otherwise,  the  Candidate  shall  be  per- 
mitted at  least  seven  days  before  the  date  of  ballot  for 
election  to  have  another  Proposer  or  Seconder  substituted. 

No  addendum,  alteration,  or  entry  may  be  made  in  the 
Candidates'  Book  by  any  member  of  the  Club.  All  infor- 
mation respecting  Candidates  should  be  communicated  to 
the  Secretary.

two-thirds  of  the  Members  of  the  Committee  actually 
present  at  a  Meeting  specially  summoned  for  that  purpose. 

Provided  also  that  if,  upon  such  Meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee so  specially  summoned,  two-thirds  of  the  Committee 
assembled  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  character  or  interests 
of  the  Club  require  the  immediate  expulsion  of  the  Member 
whose  conduct  is  in  question,  the  Committee  may  by  reso- 
lution to  that  effect  forthwith  expel  such  Member. 

If  the  circumstances  of  the  case  shall  appear  to  a 
quorum  of  the  Committee  to  require  the  same,  they  may 
susper.d  such  Member  from  the  use  of  the  Club  until  the 
specially  summoned  Meeting  of  the  Committee  herein- 
before in  this  Rule  mentioned  shall  have  been  held. 

Should,  however,  any  fifty  Members  be  of  opinion  that 
the  case  of  a  Member  so  expelled  ought  to  be  reconsidered, 
and  should  a  statement  to  such  effect,  signed  by  such  fifty 
Members,  be  forwarded  to  the  Committee  within  six  months 
of  the  expulsion,  the  Committee  shall  call  an  Extraordinary 
General  Meeting,  to  which  the  matter  shall  be  submitted, 
and  if  a  majority  of  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  such 
Meeting,  which  must  consist  of  at  least  fifty  Members,  agree 
to  the  reinstatement  of  the  Member,  he  shall  be  reinstated. 

For  the  purpose  of  considering  the  expulsion  of  a 
Member,  eight  shall  form  a  quorum  of  the  Committee.

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PRIVATE  DINING  ROOM. 

HIS  room  is  available  for  Breakfast,  Luncheon,  Dinner, 
and  Supper  Parties  of  not  less  than  six  nor  more 
than  sixteen  persons,  when  not  inconvenient  from 
press  of  business  or  other  causes. 


Application  must  be  made  not  later  than  Twelve 
o'clock  noon  on  the  day  the  room  is  required,  stating  the 
minimum  number  of  proposed  guests. 

Table-money  :  Ninepence  for  Luncheon  or  Supper 
and  One  Shilling  for  Dinner  is  charged  for  each  Member, 
and  One  Shilling  for  Luncheon  or  Supper,  and  One  Shil- 
ling and  Sixpence  for  Dinner,  is  charged  for  each  guest 
served  in  this  room. 

No  Dinner  will  be  served  in  this  room  at  a  less  charge 
than  Five  Shillings  each  person,  exclusive  of  table-money. 

To  prevent  any  complaints  as  to  the  meals  ordered  in 
this  room,  the  Committee  suggest  that  the  Member  enter- 
taining should  communicate  in  writing  to  the  Steward 
the  number  of  Guests,  and  the  price  he  desires  to  pay  :  a 
Menu  will  then  be  prepared  and  submitted  for  his  ap- 
proval, and  his  signature  to  the  same  shall  be  considered 
as  his  sanction  to  the  arrangement.

No  Member  can  claim  a  Table  unless  he  has  another 
Member  of  the  Club  or  guest  to  play  with  him,  nor  can 
any  Member  retain  the  Table  when  playing  with  the  Marker, 
if  two  Members  or  a  Member  and  his  guest  desire  to  play.

All  luggage  brought  into  the  Dressing  Rooms  is  to  be 
taken  away  immediately  after  use. 

No  servant  of  the  Club,  other  than  the  one  specially 
engaged  for  that  purpose,  is  to  be  employed  to  clean 
clothes,  boots  or  shoes,  or  to  assist  in  dressing. 

The  charges  for  boot-cleaning  and  boot  varnishing 
are  to  be  put  into  the  box  set  apart  for  that  purpose. 

Members  not  residing  in  the  Club  wishing  to  order  a 
Dressing  Room  or  Bath  should  make  application  to  the 
Hall  Porter.

Card-playing  is  not  permitted  in  Bedrooms. 

All  Bedrooms  ordered  beforehand,  and  not  occupied, 
must  be  paid  for  until  the  order  is  countermanded. 

Rooms  not  vacated  before  noon  must  be  paid  for,  for 
the  ensuing  night. 

Bedroom  Accounts  must  be  settled  on  the  day  of 
presentation. 

Each  Member  will  be  supplied  with  a  key  of  his  room, 
which  during  his  absence  should  be  locked,  and  the  key 
deposited  with  the  Hall  Porter  on  leaving  the  Club. 

The  Founder  will  not  be  responsible  for  loss  of  Jewels, 
Valuables,  or  any  article  belonging  to  Members  occupying 
Bedrooms,  or  left  behind  by  them. 

The  charge  for  a  Bedroom  is  Five  Shillings  per  night, 
including  Bath. 

Baths  are  not  supplied  in  Bedrooms. 

The  charge  for  Morning  or  Evening  Fires  is  Sixpence  ; 
Day  Fires,  One  Shilling. 

Subject  to  special  arrangement  certain  Bedrooms  are 
available  for  occupation  for  fixed  periods  at  an  annual 
rental  of  One  Hundred  Guineas  each.
